This Piece is con- 
fiderable, not only for its Antiquity, but alfo for the Defcription 
St. Fuftin gives therein of the {femblies of the Chriftians in his 
time, and of all that was obferv’d in them. I fhall follow the

Thefe laft Words, ignorure 
exiftimant, have no reafonable Senfe, and thofe that underitand 
Greek can’t doubt that vousCovrw ayvodw fignifies here the fame 
as if it had been or: ole cdyvoav, they - muft or ought. to be igno- 
rant. The Greeks very often exprefg that by. the Infaxitive, which 
the Latins exprefs by the Gerundive; fo that Fuftin here fays 
cyvoav, for what the Latins would have. call’d sgnorandum, 
2, “Opray tiuwesav tivi, is not to owe Punifhment to any one, but 
only ro be punifh'd. \vsa. very common Greek. Expreflion, of 
which we may find many Examples in. Di€tionaries. It oughe 
then to be tranflated, Ne pro iis qui fibi noftra ignoranda efje px- 
tant, penas feramus eorum qué cecutientes delrjuerint. Fuftin 
means that Chriftians ought to make known their Manners and 

Opinions, that they might not be punifh’d by the Ignorance of 
thofe who did not think themfelves oblig’d to learn the Life and 
Doétrine of Chriftians, who. deferv’d themfelves to be chattis’d 
becaufe of their unjuit Condu€t. The Senfe is neat: and clear, 
and founded on the. Greek Expreflion. So that we muft not 
change aurcis into dyrot, as M.Grabe would have us. 

[V. ‘ The impofition of a Name, fays Fuflin, a little lower, 
“is judgd neither good nor bad, without the Actions that this

flati fubjettis, of nominidus Significatis. . 

V. A little lower he fays again, addreffing himfelf to the Em- 
perors, ‘ You ought to fear, that if you punith unjuftly thofé who. 
‘are not convidted of any thing, ri clixn xdd.acw prices, you 
‘-be punifh’d by Divine Juftice. For fo olin fignifies here. See 
Aéts 28. 4. and what Interpreters have faid on the Place. In- 
{tead of this, Lanaws has tranflated it, Ipfr jure debitas luaris pa- 
nas, which could not be faid, becaufe the Emperors were ‘re. 
{ponfable.to none for their A€tions. Ty clixn is nota Dat've 
Cafe abfolute, as Grammarians call it, but is govern’d by the 
Verb that follows. uftim, when he means juftiy, ufes to fay ¢y 
olixn, as may be feen by Sy/burgus’s Index. 

VI. In the 4th Chap. Fuftin fays, {peaking of the Poets,‘ That 
© they defame or acoufe Jupiter as a luxurious or debauch’d Per- 
‘fon. The word is x¢layyt\dser, which Langus has tranflated 
only promudgant, whereas xt commonly: fign fies contra, ae ainft, 
when .n compofition with Verbs. Lower,in Cap, VIL. xcllayyenred 
plainly fignifes to accufe, as Langus has well obferv’d. It feems 
he has rather tranflated it as he thought the Senfeé requir’d, than. 
grounding on any certain and exact knowledge of the proper figni- 
fication of Greek Words ; and this is the common Fault of rhofe - 
that have tranflated Greek Authors into Latin. 

Vil. Inthe 5th Chapter Fuflen fays, ‘ That. bad Spirits did.’ 
‘formerly appear, that they committed Adulteries with Women 
‘ debauch'd Boys, and did things that frighted Men; fo tha

thofe who did, not judge of their A€tions by Reafon, were far. 
* pris’d, and being ftupified by. Fear, and not knowing that: the 
* were bad Spirits, they call°d them Gods, and call’d them by the: 
‘sName that each of thofé Demons gave themfelves.: 

This Opinion about Demons committing Adultcries with Wo- 
men, 1s founded on Genefis VI. verfe 4. milanderitood. Bat the - 
moft ancient Fathers declar’d it as a Certainty, one after another 
asM. Grabe-has obferv'd-in his Notes on his Spicileeium Petrum \.- 
Secu, See likewife Petavit Dogmata Theologica, Tom, AJ 
where in hisTreatife of Angels; Baok WW. Cap. 2. he relates thefe. 
Pailiges atlarge. It’s tuethat»Pbilo and Fofephus bad likewife ;

maintain’d this Opinion before them, but it’s {trange they fhould 
have copied one another, without examining it before they 
broach'’d fich” an*improbable and ill-gromnded‘Opition. This 
fliews thdt we'are‘not tO boalt'fo much of the’Agteement of the 
Fathers in Theological Matters, finee théy''agreed in ‘a'thing they 
did not know, and had no Foundation. - But this Hypothelis be- 
‘ing once laid down, Fuftin found it ufeful, to give a Reafon for 
the unchaft A&tions the Poets attributed to the Gods; as if they 
were bad Spirits that had committed them under Human Shapes. 
Laéfantius’s Conje€tures, that moft of the’ Gods of the Greeks 
and Romans were but Men, becaufé theyconftantly attributed 
Human A&tions to them, and fuppos’d them‘born as Men, feems 
to me much better grounded, as might be eafily fhewn. This 
being true, they might have had Children as other Men, whilft 
in being; and if it be faid they had fome, fince they were be- 
liev’d to be in Heaven,there’s great probability that it’s one of the 
Tricks of the Priefts'and Prieftefflés,as is fhewn‘on the o4oth Verfe 
of Heficd’s Geoyovia, Edit. of Amfterdan,1701. According to 
Fuftin’s fappofitiom we fhould ask, If* bad! Spirits had Children 
formerly, how comes it that they have none now, and ‘why this 
fecond fort of Demons, that were born of Women, as Hercules, 
Bacchus, &c. had no Children after their death? This is the Ar- 
raesie that other ancient Chriftians juftly made ufe of againft the 

gans, in derifion of their Gods,and to fhew’ that-they were but 
Men. See amongft others Ladfantius, Lib 1. caps'16. } 

VIII. There’s a fttange turn of Expreffion;* which has- decei- 
ved many ; in the 8th Chapter, where having fpoken of God 
the Father,he expreffes himfelf thus, *' Bur we ferve and adore 
‘him and his Son who’came from'him; and ‘who hath taught 
* us thefe things, and the Armty'of orher good Angels who have 
* followed him and refemble him, and-the Prophetick Spirir, 
* honouring them in Words ‘and Truth.’ I have imitated the 
Conftru€tion of the Greek, where the wotds ferve and adore, 
may, according to the Rules of Grammar, relate tq the Army 
of Angels, fo that if St. ‘fuftin would have faid that’ the Chri- 
itians adored the Father, the Son, the Angels and the Holy Spi-. 
rit, he needed not have {poke stherwife. But it appears by 
other Paflages of Fuftiz, that he regarded religious Worfhip as 
a Worfhip that we ought to render to God alone, and befides its 
ftrange that St. Fuffin inferts the Amgels between’ the Son and 


she Holy Spirit. M. Grabe thinkswe muft join thefé words, and 
the 
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ihe Army, &c. to the Verb, hath taught. So St. Fuftin fays 
here by way of Parenthelis, that the Son hath taught not only 
Mank nd, but alfo the Angels. By tbefe shings, he under{tands 
what St. Fuftia has faid before of God and ot his Vertues. He 
believed that every thing that had a reaionable Nature desi'ed 
from Asy@ or fupream Reafon what Lights they had. Bur it 
muft be own’d that this Parenthefis is inferred here in a very 
odd manner, and little enough to the purpofe. What can be 
{aid to this? Nothing I think, unle{S that 7uft:7 was not a Man 
that minded much Neatnefs and Order, and would fay nothing 
out of its place. But we mutt. remember this upon occafion, 
and be on our Guard againft admiring. things, which we muit 
favour very much to make them good. 

IX. In the 8th Chapter, having fpoken of the Refurre€tion, he 
adds, ‘ That if any one. tell us that this is incredible and im: 
‘ poflible, it’s only an Error that is pafled from one to another, 
‘ (and which deferves no Punifhment ) whil{t they do not con- 
¢ vince us really of any Injuftice : “Ho's jardin Ssiv dvs weds 
* ersegv mixess 8 Foye undiv adinsyres theyyausia. There -is no- 
thing corrupted. nor wanting in thefe Words, as. M.Grebe fufpetts. 
We need only fupply the Words we. have included ina Pa- 
renthefis, for its plain. he, means, that fuppofing the belief 
ef the Kefurrection to be falfe, it would. be but a fimple Error, 
which not tending, to any Ul Action, could not be punifh’d, ac- 
cording to the,Laws. f aaaen | 

Xi Ste Fuftin declares. himfelf. throughout. bis. Works. as: 
the Fathers.of that time did, for free Will, ‘ As in the begin- 
‘ ning, fays-he in the 10th Chapser, he made us when we were 
* nor, we believe that he will. condefcend to make thofe Purta- 
‘ kets of Immortality. and of his Prefence, who.have chofen 
‘what is pleafingto him, becaufe they have chofen it. It did 
* not depend upon us to be inthe beginning, bur he perfwades us 
* to follow what is pleafing to him by choice,and by the reafona- 
* bie Faculties, which he hath given us, and fo. engages us to 
* Faith, But he fpeaks of this more at large in the 54th Chapter, 
or Page $0 of the Edition in. Folio.

XIl. In the beginning of Chapter XV. aAnii d¥:Su%u does not 
fignifie vera ye, as Langus has tranflated it, but «qua 
petimus. The Senfe is thus, ‘We*may, content with that, add 
* nothing, becaufé we think we demand juft and equitable things. - 
For cAnbis, verum, true, often fignifies equitable. The Chriftians 
demanded nothing but what was juft and equitable, when they 
requird us to believe.in ‘fe/us Cbriff, becaufe’ his Prophecies 
had been accomplithed, as St. Fuffim had before obferv’d. 

XIIL In the 24th Chapter St.Faffiz proves the Immortality 
of Souls, by the Magical Evocations of ’em that were commonly 
ufed» amongft the Heathens. If this proves nothing in it {elf 
{vppofing that all thefeEvocations were but Cheats, yet St. ¢z- 
fiin’s Argument held at leaft good againft thofe who thought they 
could really call back the Souls of dead Perfons, becaufeé they 
could not anfwer if they had not exifted after the death of their 
Bodies. So that it was at leaft Argumentum ad hominem, as L6- 
gicians term it. - ‘ 

He makes ufé in his Dialogue with Typhon,P.3 3 30f the Hifto- 
' gy of that Woman whom Sau/-defir’d to call the Soul of Samuel 
from the Dead, 1 Sam. 28, to prove the fame thing. Suppofin 
that Woman deceiv’d Saa/, and.fuborn’d one to appear inftead 0 
Samuel’s Soul 5 we may at leaft prove by that, that the Jews as 
well as the other Oriental Nations did then believe the Immorta- 
lity of the Soul; and ’tis perhaps the beft Proof we can find in 
the Old Teffament, to thew that the ancient Hebrews were not 
without Hopes after. Death. | 

St. Fuftin believ’d likewife, as it appears by the fame Chapter, 
that the Souls of dead Men entred fometimes into. the Bodies 
ef living Creatures, as Demons, but gives no Reafon for it, as in 
Truth he could nor tell how to prove it. ; 

AIV. In the 25th Chapter he makes ufe of a remarkable Ar- 
gument, to prove at leaft the poffibility of the Refurref&tion, and 
to fhew that we ought not to deny it meerly becaufe it’s not pro- 
bable. The fubftance of his Argument is as follows. Let us fup-° 
pofé that our Souls, created immediately by God, without ‘being 
united to Bodies, faw a “Drop of paanor, fuch as that _— 

en 
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Men are conceiv’d, and they were fhew’d in fome Piftures a 
Human Body and its admirable Difpofition, and were told that of 
this Liquor might be born a Body like ours, could they believe it 
unlefs they faw it? Doubtlef§ they would find it very difficule 
to believe any fuch thing; yet this will be very true.

‘We may make the fame Argument on the Grains of all Plants. 
We {hould in vain fhew thofe Grains to.intelligent Beings that 
never faw Plants +, fuch as we may fuppofe the Inhabitants of the. 
~ Moon, to perfuade them that of thofe Grain§ there are produc’d. 
all forts of Plants, the Piftures of which we fhew them. Such 
of thofé Beings which think they reafon beft, would intirely 
rejeCt what we tell them, and yet would be deceived, as we fee 
they are. ' 
The Truth is, that Poffibility is founded on very clear Idea’s, . 
for nothing is poflible but what we ean conceive *, ‘as the Meta- 
hyficians clearly {hew. But Probability || is founded only upon: 
roesicnce, and we think nothing probable but that which te- 
fembles what we fee or have feen. Thus a Pagan Philofopher, 
who knows how to afgue, will own it to be poflible, thar the. 
Deity may. give new Bodies to the Souls-of dead Perfons; but — 
whillt he rejeéts. Revelation, he will not own it.to be probable - 
that this. happens, becaufe *twas never yet faid, by any one that - 
he knew, thata Nation or Family was raifed again, nor that one 
Body intirely putrified.or reduc’d to Duft was reftor’d again. Ne- 
verthelefs, we can’t fay without Extravagance,that our Experience, . 
or that of-Mankind in general, is the Meafure of the Probabi- © 
lity of all Events, for, in fhort, what Certainty have -we-of. it? - 
ee none at all. 
here are many imptobable Events in Things that depend on > 
the Mind and Condu€t of Men, becaufe they ire ees itre- 
gular : But this is not what we are here treating of. In things. — 
that do not depend upon us, there fometimes happens Events - 
which we fhould have reckon’d every way improbable: ¢..g. Let .

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us fuppofe that when our Lord Jefus Chrift came into the World, 
any one fhould have told a Jew, learned in the Law, that wif 
Men were comefrom Arabia to Ferufalem, and ask’d where was 
the King of the Jews that was lately born, becaufe they had 


-- feen an extraordinary Star in their Country, which fhew’d them 





that there was born in Fudea a Child that fhould be one day an 
extraordinary Prince, fo that they thought fit to come and pay 
him Homage. This Jew being prejudic'd, and not without rea- 
fon, again{ft the Superftition and Impoftures of the Magi, con- 
demn’d by the Law of Alofes, would enquire, 1. If it were 
true that Men were come from Arabia, and talk’d fo? 2. Sup- 
pofing it were fo, whether thefe Men were the real, Mag? or Sa- 
ges of Arabia? 3. If they had really feen in Arabia an extra- 
ordinary Star or Fire? 4. If it was true they had feen fuch a 
Fire, howthey Knew that that Fire fignified the Birth of a new 
King among the Jews? 5. and laftly, Why they came to pay 
him Homage? He would be fatisfied in thefe five Points, and 
efpecially in the four firft, otherwifé he could believe nothing of 
what they told him. It’s eafie to imagine what Difficulties and 
what Queftions he might have ftarred on each of thefé things, 
and particularly about the manner, be what it would, how the 
Magi underftood the fignification of this Star. If they had not fa- 
tisfied him exa€tly in all this, he would at. leaft have judg’d, 
that what the Mag: faid was no ways probable, and yet would 
have been miftaken himielf. | 

We muft conclude from this, that what appeats to us moft pro- 
bable in this Life, is not always the neareft to Truth, efpecially 
in Matters where the Deity, or Beings’‘that are above humane 
reach, interveen. Wherefore then, itmay be objefted, ought we 
not to follow whgt is moft probable, and rejeét what is lef§ pro- 
bable? Or muft we prefer what is no ways probable to that 
which is very probable? The Precaution we ought to take on 
this occafion, is firft to think always that what is but probable 
may be falfe, and not give entire and abfolute Credit to it, and 
fecondly we muft carefully examine the Foundations on which 
the probability is founded that we follow. For, if by obferving 
that thefe Foundations are only our Experience, we perceive that 
this Experience is very much limited, we-muft not lay much 
ftrefs on our prefent knowledge, but muft leave the Difcovery of 
the Truth that we could not find out totime, foa Jew preju- 
dic’d at firlt againft the Mag: “an have difcovered by the’ T “pe

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of Miracles in the Life of Jefus Chrift, that it was not with: 
out Caufe they came to pay him Homage. The Progrefs of — 
time has alfo difcovered the Reafons of the Miracles of Jefus 
Chrift and his. Apoftles, by fhowing that they were to lay the 
Foundation of the Chriftian Church, which could not be done fo- 
lidly without it. So thofe Miracles, the Hiftory of which would 
not have feem’d in the leaf{t probable to us at the time they were 
{id to be perform’d, feem to us at this day worthy of the Pyo- 
vidence of God, becaufe of their Confequences, and not only 


probable, but every way certain, becaufé we fee that the thing 
deférv’d God’s Intervention. :

But we could not fee it before fo clearly as now. Orherwife if 
we de that by a Miracle God had plainly fhownany one in. 
thofe Times the ProgrefS of the Chriftian Religion, and the Fruits 
it was to produce throughout the. Earth, who could doubt bus 
that alone would have convine’d him that it was a Matter 
worthy the Care of Heaven. .. But I muft conclude this long Di- 
greflion and return to. St. Fufiin. 

XV. As I have read with much pleafure St. Fu/tin’s Argu- 
ment, to prove the pofhibility of the Refurre€tion againft the 
Prejudices of Flefh.and Blood, I muft own I could with: that 
neither he, nor the other ancient Defenders of Chriftianity had 
quoted Sybilla, or Hydafpes, neither at the firft hand, ‘nor after 
fuppofititious Books, as the Sermom of St. Peter ; from whicti 
M. Grabe thinks St. Fuffin had that Quotation in Cap. 27. Nor 
thing could be worfe founded than.on Arguments from Books,

It’s true, that M. Grabe brings fuch a Paflage out of Fuftzz, 
but the other Expreffion being conform to Analogy “and Cultom, 
nothing hinder’d but he might ufe both, ~ | 
In the fame Chapter, St. 7u/tin accufes. the Pagans of making | 
‘ Fupiter the Prince and Father of all the Gods, a Parricide, and 
© the Son of a Parricide. M.Grabe- pretends that he is miftaken, 
and that the Greeks diftinguifh’d the Supreme Fupiter from him 
to whom they attributed human A€tions ; but if he obferve care- 
fully, he’ll find that the diftin&tion came too late, and that the 
Philofophers being afham’d that Crimes were attributed to the 
Gods, were the Authors of it. There was no other Fupiter in 
the Publick Religion than he that had been Man, as all the Cere- 
monies of Religion clearly fhew, and the true Divines were the 
_ Poets, fuch as Hefiod, who has attributed to Jupiter the fame 
that Fuftin fays here, and knew no other Pupiter but this no 
more. than Homer. This is what feveral of the ancient Chrifti- - 
ans have very well prov’d againft thofe that would defend Paga- 
nifm by thefe Philofophical Diftin&tions., and. among{t others 
Lattantius and St. Auguftin, * de Crvitate.Dei. This -is welk 
Known, «and needs not be prov’d,. wherefore I will not infift upon 
it, but fhall here conclude the firft Part of my Remarks on the 
Apology of St. 7ufin, and referve the reft for another Volume. 
What I have faid of Fuftim and the Notes on the Oxford Edi- 
tion, is not to difparage M.Grabe’s Defign and Performance, I 
am {fo far from that, that I wifh.hemay go on and give-us Fu/tin 
in fuch fmall Volumes, till the Whole be publifh’d.

Here was another Edition of this Book in 8° but this is the 
beft. Our Author propofes in this little ,Treatife to relate 
the Opinions of the Jews, concerning the State of Souls after 
Death, and to compare the Opinions of the Grecians with thofe 
of the Jews, to fhow that the former’ borrow’d every thing from . 
the latter. Ashe wasa Man well vers’ in the Eaftern Lan- 
guages, and had read much, he has colle€ted an infinite number 
of curious and ufeful things on this Subje€t. All that can be ob- 
jetted is, thathe obferv’d no order, and the Stile is burden’d with 
Quotations and Allufions to no purpofe, which, it’s true, fhow 
the Author's reading, but at the fame time tire the Reader, who 
would go ftrait forward, and defires to fee the Connexion of. 
the Proofs. This Piece is like a building where there are many 
Ornaments, but no Archite€ture. Thefe Ornaments amufe the — 
Eyes of thofe that do not underftand Building, but difpleafe 
thofe that do, who could wifh the “Money thofe ufelef§ Orna- 
ments coft had been employ’d in building fomewhat more re: 
gular. Here is much Learning, lavifh’d like Se/dens, which 
might have been {par’d. All this being heap’d together without 
- any skill, is very hurtful, both to the exattnef§ of the “Argu- | 
ment and clearnefs of the Idea’s and Expreffions. But to come 
to the Book it felf. 


The occafion of this Diflertation was the word radlapaicas 


having caft them into rogtacG- or Hell, as it is 2 Peter 2. 4. 
Our Author fays Page 1. that there is no mention of rig lao@ 
in the New-Tefiament nor LXX. but in this place of St. Peter.

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He is miftaken, for the. word reZlae@ is found Fob 4x. * 32. 
in the LXX. tho’ there be nothing like it in the Hebrew. The 
words are thefe, Tov 3) raglagq 7 aGyors warce atyychallov, 
Boyiodlo dCvorov.ets weyralov. 7. €. He holds, fay they, {peak- 
ing. of Leviathan or the Crocodile, she ravlae@ of the bottom- 
lef Pit captive, and looks upon the Abyfs as a Walk. Here we 
may fee they took rad¢laeG@ for the deepeft place, which is the 
fenfe of this word in the Greek Poets. 

1. The Jews thought the Punifhments and Rewards after Life 
fo important a Matter, that our Author fays Page 3. they coun- 
ted Paradice and He// among the feven things which were cre- 
ated, according to them, before the World. See the Talmu- 
dical Treatife Nedarim, Chap. 4.:and the Paraphra{t Foxathan on 
Genesis, Chap. 2. ; 

The.Greeks could know nothing of all this but by Conje€ture, 
and therefore invented Fables and Vifions rather than they-would 
be "without Principles on a Matter of that Conféquence. The 
Poets have preferv’d the old Tradition on this Subject, but inter- 
_ woven with Fictions -of their own to fupply what was wanting. . 
Windet quotes here the ingenious Verfes of Cor. Severus on this 
Matter, who cenfures the Liberty of his Brethren. They are 
as-follow in the new Edition of that Poet, Verfe 75 and -

© The Poets have feign’d in their Verfes, dark Manes under the 
¢ Earth, and amungft the Afhes of the dead the Kingdom of Plz.

But 
this pretended Cabala is as Chimerical a Fiétion as the Inventi- 
ons of the Poets. It’s well known that the Greeks faid all they 
ever publifhed relating to Hell, ‘long before any thing was 
knowa,among Men of what the Coming of -Jefus Chriit taught 
them. ? 
2. The word ?INW Scheol, according to Winder, Page 5. fig- 
nifies fometimes rhe Sepulchre,and fometimes Heil ( Orcus, Infer- 
num) Death, the State of the Dead and the Place where Souls 
are. He:produces fome parallel Wordsand Expreffions, but does 
not prove that this word is taken ‘n Scripture for. the Place of 
Punifhments, which we call He//. He has trufted to fome. Di- 
Ctionaries that are not very exact, and brings no uncontroverta- 
ble Example, For the Queftion is not.to know if fome Inter- 
preters or fome Fathers, who did not under{tand Hebrew or 
tome Rabbis that lived long after Jefus -Chrift thought that this 
word was fometimes taken in this fenfe, but to prove it bya de- 
cifive Paffage in the O/7 Telanen But this can’t be done, and 
whilft it can’t, we cannot fay with any ground that the word 
71NW Scheol fometimes fignifies Hell or she Place of Punifp- 
ments. : 
Our Author fays with reafon that the LXX. have very fre- 


quently tranflated the word 21NW by that of doMs, but not: ale: 


ways as Bellarmine fays, as may be feen by the Concordances.of 
Kircher. 


ircher, He pretends that the word acs anfwers all the Sig- 
nifications of the Hebrew word.‘ But in all prophane. Authors 
the proper fignification is the name of Pluto, or the God of the 


Dead. Thereafon of it is given.on the 455th Verfe of Hef 
ods @royovia. “ Befides, it fignifies the very place where we {up- 
pofe his Kingdom, that is a Space under the Earth divided into - 


two 
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two Dwellings, one of which is the place of Punifhments, and 
the other ofKewards. Now the word dens did not fignifie among 
the Greeks’ properly, and by it felt the place of Punifhments, 
and fo very well’anfwers to the Hebrew word ‘21NW Scheol. 
But our Author ftill compares thefe two words according to 
the firft of thefe Senfes, becaufe there is a Profopopceia of 
SiNwW Scheol in I/eiah 13. 9. where-the Prophet introduces him- 
felt going before the King of Babylon. Yerthere’s a great dif- 
ference between a Profopopceia we make ex pafjant, and what the 
Poets fay of the God of the Dead. 
3. Windet afterwards Page 6, compates feveral paralel Fx- 
reffions relating to the State of the Dead; us’d among the He- 
rews and Greeks. The Hebrews call it Corruption, Silence,.a 
Pit, the Land of Oblivion, Darkmefs, and the Shadow of 
Death. | 
Our Author ‘finds Expreffions that come very near thefé in 
Greek Authors, which is’no way {trange, thefé being Expréffions 
that are taken from the State, wherein our Senfés reprefént the 
Dead to us; for Carcafes putrifie or corrupt, they Jay not a word, 
we bury them in Pits or Subterranean Vaults, they have forgor 
the Living as the Living forget them, they are in the place of 


'  Darknefs, when they are in Caverns or under the Earth. So 


that the Gréeks have no more borrow’d this Expreffion from the 
Hebrews, then the Hebrews havefromthem. The Greeks knew 
how to {peak without the help of the Eaftern Nationsjand to ex- 
prefs their Opinions as well as they. When they. treated of a 
thing which does not naturally come into the mind of Men, and 
which they faw had been fpoke by others,we may probably con- 
jeCture that they -learn’d it from them. But when they treat 
of nothing but what Senfe or Experience teaches all the World, 
I don’t fee what neceffity there is that one fhould borrow their 
Expreflions from another. I would as foon believe the Greeks 
learn’d of the Hebrews to fpit, and to do the other Neceflaries 
of Nature, which are common to all Men. : 

4. Our Author obferves Page 7. that a Rabbi nam’d Bar Nacb- 
mont inthe Berefchith Rabba, which is an Allegorical Commen- 
tary on Genefis, Chap. 22. faid that the Souls of Bodies that ate 
not buried cannot enter into the INW Scbeol, Some Talmudi- 
cal Dottors have faid the fame thing. Winder afterwards relates a 
Paflage out of Homer's Iliade ¥ where the Shadow cf Paso.

5. Our Author fhews by Paffages of Maimonides, page 8. and 
fome other Rabbins, not fo ancient as he, that they. call’d. that 
Scheol, which the Peripateticks call’d the Materia Prima, from 
which iffue all Corporeal Beings, when they are. engendred, 
and to which they return when they lofe their form, or- decay. 
Qar Author alledges thar the Greeks borrow’d this Opinion, from: 
the Hebrews, tho’ it be known that Maimonides. was a. Peripate- 
tick. He thought there were ancient Jewifh Authors, who 
taught this Do€trine, and that it would have been found in their. 
Books had they notbeer burnt at feveral times, and efpecially: 


in Ita/y. But without takingnotice, that the Jews are extreamly . 


additied to lying, and that they have father’d many. Booksaipon 
Perfons who know nothing of them; who told. Dr, Winder that 
they were more ancient than Ariffotle, or than. other. Phi- 


lofophers, yet more ancient than he, who. taught this Doétrine. - 


This is what we cannot’ believe fince Maimonides quotes no- 
ancient Authors, except the Old Te/fament. 


6. Upon, this Subje& Dr. Winder, page 9. &c. amafles many 


Paflages from Greck Authors; upon Matter; upon. the Viciff-

tude of Corporec! Beings, and their Creation , upon the twa 


Principles of the Coaldeans, the one of Good, and the other of: 


Bad, and upon the Coaos, &c. All this has very little Relation 
t© his Sabjett; fo thar he wanders we know not where. He. 
{wells 


































fwells his Differtation with common Places on thofe Subje€ts, 
which had he omitted, no Body‘ would have blam’d him. He 
had better have made a Differtution ‘on the Sentiments of the An- 
cients upon Marter, and reduc’d them to certain Propofitions, 
rane’d into Order, diftinguifhing the Authors according to their 
Religions, and the Time wherein they flourifh’d. Inftead of this, 
when he treats of the Chaos, he gives us a true Image of that 
Confufion, while’he attempts to make every thing clear : He fays 
one thing by the way, page 22. which deftroys his principal Pre- 
jet. If certain of the Cabahift Fews, and others lefs ancient have 
thought otherwife, it’s probable , fays he, they were mifled by the 
Greeks. But-who are thefe Cabaliits fo ancient, as to have writ, 
before they might have read the Greek Philofophers, and have 
learn’d their Philofophy from them? Since he cannot name one 
of thofe Sentiments in Jewifh Authors, which might not come 
readily into the Minds of fome Greek Philofophers, who liv’d a 
long time before them, we may teafonably fufpe€t that the Jews 
did borrow ’em from the Greeks. 

7. Dr, Windet fhews us afterwards, page 26. that this Matter 
he fpeaks of fo much, and which is fibject to Change, is, accord- 
ing to the Opinion of Philofophers, below the Moon: He al- 
ledges that this Space and the Matter therein contain’d, is the 
Hades of theGreeks. That may be, according to fome Allegori- 
cal Interpreters of the Greek Fables, who fought for a meaning 
there agreeable to their Philofophical Idea’s ; but this was never 
the common Cuftom, far lef$ that of the more ancient Greeks, as 
may-be feen by Pharzutus, of the Nature of the Gods, Chap.V. 

8. The Hebrews reprefented Scheol, ( page 8. he fays) to bea 
Place inclofed or fhut up, and therefore {peak of itsGates: Thus 
they fpeak indifferently of the Gares of Scheol and of the Gates 
of Death, as appears by feveral Paflages ‘of the P/a/ms, Fob and 
[/aiab. There is likewife mention of the Keys of Hades, or He/t, 
in the New Teftament, Rev. 1. 18. as well as of its Gates, 
Marth. 16.8. But if we underftand by Scheo/, the Grave-or Se- 
pulchre, we are not to wonder they fpeak of its Gates, becaufeé 
Sepulchres hew’n out of Rocks, or plac’d in Vaults under Ground, 
had a€tually gates , as well as the Maufoleums: WitnefS the 
firft Elegie of Pedo Albinovanus, where he {peaks of that of 
Auguftus, thus,

Becaufe of the Connnexion betwixt Death and the Sepulchre; 
they called it afterwards the Gates of Death. . Thole who were 
once carried into their Tomb, and had the Gates of it {hat upon 
them, never return’d ;, fo. that the Gates of Death, or of the Se- 
pulchre, fignifed Death it felf, and to -be.deliverd. from that, 
fignified the fame thing .as to be deliver’d from the danger of 
Death. From the fame Idea proceeded the Expreflion. of 25¢ Keys 
of Death, which fignified the Power of Life and Death. This be- 
ing confidered, we have.no reafon to wonder thatthe Greeks as | 
well as the Hebrews, faid-the Gates.of. the J/ades, or of Hades,if we 

take this word for the Name of Pleto. Dr. Winder thews us 
that this Expreffion is: very. frequent in Homer,’ and other Greek 
Authors; and, fince they had the fame Keafon to {peak thus.as 
the Jews, 1 dont know why he fhould think they. borrow’d 
this Expreflion from them ;.1¢ were more like they borrow’d it 
from the Phoenicians, who were very well. known in Greece in 
the fis of. Homer, then from the (Ava whom they knew no- 
thing of, - , 3 | | 

9. Di. Windet, page 29. makes.a Digreflion upon one of the 
Symbolical Precepts of Pyzbagoras, by which he forbids the eat- 
ing of Beans, becaufe they refembled the Gates of Hades, for 
ibey only, fays he, are without Knots, that is to fay, their Stalk 
Has,no Knots. Wimider thought with Porphyry, that Pyrbagoras 
thought it better to live fingle than to marry, that the Genera- 
tion of Mankind. might .céafe, fince when, their Souls were uni 
ted to their Bodies, they defcended into a Place of Mifery. They. 
that have a mind, to it, may find in the Author, the Reafons- 
of this-Explanation, and of others which he there relates. 

10. The Rabbins, he fays, pase 43. divided their Scheal into 
two Parts, -the one they called. Peradi/e, and the other Heid, Jn 
the ‘later they niade feven Apattments, fix. of which were. the 
upper, and the feventh.the lower Hell : Thefe were the different 
Degrees of Punifhment, of which they fanfied the feventh to be 
Eternal, and that the relt had an End. In the {ame manner the

The Jews, if we may believe Fo/epbus in his Antiquities, Lid. 
28. Cap. 2. thought all this was under the Earth Winder is of 
Opinion, that what is faid of Samwe/’s being railed by the Witchy, 
1 Sam. 29. that they faw a God arifing out of the Earth, is in 
Allufion to this Opinion: Bat to this it may be aniwer’d, That 
thofe People believ’d that when Souls were thus raifed they en- 
tred their Bodies in the Grave, and fo afgended out of the Earth: 
But it is better not to.infift too much on this Paflage, fince the 
Woman might ufe fome Cheat in it.. However that is, if there 
be any Kefemblance betwixt the Opinions of the Greeks and thofe 
of the Rabbins,it is more like that the latter follow’d the former 
than otherwife, as has been faid already. If any Rabbin fhould 
write fomething new, that favours the Philofophy of De/cartes, 
and endeavourd to maintain it by. the Authority of the Holy 
Scripture and Equivocal Paflages of fome Cabalift, muft Pofteri- 
ty therefore think, 5 or 600 ¥ears after this, that De/cartes had 
borrew’d it from fome Rabbin. | 

11. It appears by this, as Mr. Windet thinks, page 44. that it 
might well be faid,. the Soul of Jefus Chrift was in Hides, as it 
is faid in,the Creed, or in Paradife, as he faid himfelf, whilft 
his Body remain’d in the Sepulchre, becaufé the firft of thofe 
Words comprehends the ftate of the Blefféd as well as of the 
Miferable; which he proves by feveral Paflages from Greek Au- 
thors. He fays very well, that we cannot preve from the word 
Hades that Jefus Chrift-defcended into-the Place-of Forment. 

12. Dr. Windet fays many things occafionally , page 45. of 
good and bad Angels, that are worth reading. The good ones 
carried the Souls of good Men.-to the Place of Blif$;-and the 
bad ones tormented the Souls of the Wicked. . The Greeks faid 
the fame th ng many Ages before the Rabbins. The latier have 
alfo taught in their Falmudical Treatife, intétuled, Rojch Haf- 
febannab, or the beginning of ibe Year; that there are three forts 
of People, the Juit, the Wicked, and.thefe.who-ase betwixt 
both. The Juft go immediately to Erernal Life; the Unjult.go 
to Hell for.ever 5 and. the middle Sort go thither only for a 
time ;-aiter which they come out again’: And finee Plato taught 
the fame thing in his Phedon,the Doftor thinks he had it from a 
Jewith Tradition ; for tho’ the. Ta/zud was not writ till a leng 


ume. after, he fuppofes this. Tradition. to be much oldes, rive 
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{aid he would prove it elfewhere. Whether he did fo, I -know 
not, but it is certain he cannot prove it {fo clearly by decifive Paf- 
{aves of the Old Teftament, as it may be prov'd from Plato’s 
Writings, that it was the Opinion of that Philofopher. It is no- 
thing ftrange that he who believ’d a Place of Panifhment after 
this Life, and knew that all Men are not equally ‘Wicked, fhould 
alfo believe Degrees of Punifhment, there was no need of Tra- 
dition for that, fince common Juftice would teach it. 

13. The Doftor tells us, page 48. that the Rabbies called the 
Place of Eternal Happinefs Wy %3 Gant heden, the Garden or 
Park of Eden, and the Kingdom of Heaven. The firft is taken 
trom the Earthly Paradife , which, according to them, was an 
Emblem of the Heavenly one. Several among them were of Opi- 
nion, that the Souls of the Bleffed are with a fubtil Body, which 
they call zheir Veffe/, in the Terreftrial or Inferior Paradife,. till 
the Mefhiah comes to raife their Bodies, and live with them in 
Pleaiures till the End of the World. Our Author here repre- 
hends Drufius and Grotius, as not’ well underftanding the words 
Garden of Eden or Paradife, which they thought fignitied only 
the Plage where Souls waited for the-Refurreftion. Mean while 
he does not deny himfelf, rhat many Jews called this Place fo; 
but he denies that they believ’d, as Drufius fays, that the Day 
of Judgment would immediately follow the Refurrection. This 
may he, and he brings fome Proofs of it; but, confidering the 
great Liberty the Jews allow themfelves,; to mix their own 
Thoughts with the Traditions of their Fathers, the little Exa€t- 
nefs they follow intheir Speech, and the Variety of their Opi- 
nions, it’s very difficult to compofe any juft Syitem of theif - 
Thoughts, or to know if, in our Saviour’s time, they all {poke 
as they did when the Tz/muzd was compos’d. 

14. Page 56. Windet quotes feveral Rabbis that have call’d 
the Garden of Eden, the dwelling place of Heavenly Glory. See 
the Chaidean Paraphraft on Pfalm 57. Verfe 3. Nay, he does 
not forget the Mahometans." He agains cenfures Grorias and 
DPrufius, who thought the Rabbis diftinguifhed Paradife from 
Heaven in their Remarks on‘ 2 Cor. 12. 3, 4. But Maimonides 


ra in Arabic by that Author, page 50, fays that moft of the 
oCtors are of this Sentiment, and R. Mekir {peaks fo. It’s 

the Talmedsf ¢* thefe words were often taken in this fenfe in

16. The Jews, as is faid page 70. maintained that the Righ- 
teous. went {traight into Paradi/e, thofe who were not altogether 
Righteous into the UpperHell, and thofe that were altogether 
Wicked into the Lower He//, - By thofe that kept the middle 
between thefe two Extreams, the Jews meant all the I/raelites, 
who diced without.repenting, of the Sins they had committed 
again{t fome. of the Negative Precepts.

main im Tartarus but one Year, which is exactly. the opinion’ of. 
the Rabbis. Mander fays he has obferved thatalmoft all this Paf- 
fage of P/ato has.been, taken Verbatim by the Te/muaift,. Any 
body befides our Author would have concluded that they had 
copted this Philofopher, but he draws. this Confequence from ir, 
Hane ergo Traditionem. perantiquam effe. plané diquet, that this 
Tradition :s very ancient; and it is:ancient indeed fince Plato 
has followed it, but perhapshe is the Author only.of part of it, 
and has taken the reft trom Homer. At leait it’s. very: certain

Our Author fpeaks of the Original of the Name 
te Sn belied isin the Hebrew TIN "2 ge binnom, 
that is the Val/ey of Hingom, or TAWN. {3 °3 ge ben binnom, the 
Valley of the Son.of Himnom, it was otherwifé called Thophetb, 
and the idolatrous Jews did there facrifice their Children to their’ 
falfe Gods.

‘ZN the Introdu€tion to the firft Volume we have an account of 
the Methods the Dutch took to enlarge their Trade after their 
fhaking off the Spanifh Yoak. They confider’d how they might 
get to the Eaff Indies without meeting the Spaniards or Portuguefe, 
which was deem’d impoffible ; but certain Merchants refolv’d to 
venture,and hop’d,that by failing tothe N. E. they might reach the 
Coaft' of Tartary, and fo pafS to Cathai, China, the Eaft-Indies, 
the Ifles of Fapan, Philippi and Molucca,. which how they per- 
form’d will be beft feen in the Bodyof the Book. Whilft they 
attempted this Voyage to the North, a Dutch Man being in Por- 
tugal made feveral Enquiries, merely to fatisfie his Curiofity, about 
the Ezft-Indies and the way thither, and: was very inquifitive’on 
this Head with feveral Portugue/e, who gave notice of it to 
Court, Upon this the Datch “7 was imprifon’d (fuch Enqpi- 
ries 
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ries being ftri&tly prohibited to Strangers ) and could not obtain d 
his Liberty becaufe of the great Fines laid upon him.. He wrote é 
to the Merchants of Am/ferdam, offering in cafe they would pay §@ 
his Fine to difcgver to them all that related to the Eaft-Indies, and | 
the way thither; upon ‘idee they fent him the Money, and he 
ras as good as his Word. 
"The erchants having heard what he had to fay, refolv'd to. 
form a Society to be called the Company of Foreign Countries, 
and chofé 10 Dire&tors, who finding it very uncertain whether | 
they could make a Paflage by the North, refolved in 1595 to © 
fend four Ships to the Indies the Portuguese way by the Cape of. © 
Good-Hope, and appointed Cornelius Houtman (the Dutch Man 
above mention’d ) to have the Conduét of the Expedition. They 
were order’d to obferve the way, and to fettle a Trade with the — 
Indians tor Spices, &c. efpecially in thofe Parts where the Pore — 
tugucfe were not fettled. Thefe Shipsseturn'd to Holland in two. © 
Years and 4 Months,and tho’ they did not altogether anfwer their: | 
Expe€tation, they fent out eight more in 1598, having farft encreaf- 
ed their Society with jeveral Merchants of Amfferdam. Thole © 
of Zealand alfo fitted out Ships, and thofe of Rotterdam. fitted: | 
out five under Fames Mabe to go to Molucca by the Straits of, |

At latt Oliver de Noort return’d, after a Voyage of three Years, 
and tho’ the Gain was not very confiderable, yet the Ho//anders 
could now boaft as well as the Exg/i/h and Portuguife, that one 
of their Countsy-Men had fail'd round the World by the 
Streights of Magellan. But the multiplicity of Companies endea- 
vouring to undermine one another proving inconvenient, the 
States united them all inone by a Charter in 1602. Where- 
upon having 6 Millions 600000 Livres in Bank, they fitted out 
_ 14 large Ships in 1602, one of which return’d in 1603, with 
| Advice that 5 more were coming, and that there had been two 
_ Engagements between the Dutch and Portuguife, to the Advan- 
tage of the former; whereupon the Company fent out a Fleet of 
13 Sail by the end of 1603. In 1605 the King of Spain pub- 
lith’d a Declaration, difcharging the Inhabitants of the Nether- 
lands to trade in his Kingdom of Spaiz, or in the Indies, on f{e- 
vere Penalties: But this was fo far from frightening the Compa- 
ny, that it rather animated them more, for they immediately 
equipp’d a Fleet of 11 Sail of Merchant Ships and Men of 
4 War. and as foon as they were put to Sea they fitted out eight 
© more with Soldiers, that were to {tay fome time in Garifon in 
| the Indies if need were. Soomafter this two Ships of the frit 
of thefe three Fleets return’d,laden with Spices, with Advice that 
the reft under Admiral Vander Re would come home ver 
{peedily, as they did the 7«/y following, with feveral Spani 
and Portuguife Prizes, having taken their Fort at Amboyna and 
demolifh’d that at Tidora, whereby  they-had intirely driven the 
Spaniards and Portuguife out of the Molucca’s ; which occafion’d 
a_great Quarrel between the Dutch and Englifh, becaufe the lat- 
ter favour'd the Spaniards, and enabled them to hold. out longer 
by fupplying them with Powder. In Ofsber following three 
more Ships came home, with Advice that the great Fleet that 
was firft fent out was returning, but was oblig’d to ftop at the 
Hfle of St. Maxrice, their Ships being leaky, where they took a 
Portuguife Caracca. But.before their return the Company had 
{ent out two more Ships. 

Whilft they were treating of Peace in the Nether/ends, the 
Company equipp'd a new Fleet of 14 Ships, to fhew. they 
would by no means part ‘with their Trade to the Indies by a 
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eaty ; and that Article was ftiffly debated, till at laft the States: 
peare. A either that the Spaniards fhould Content to their Trade 
to the Indies, or allow it by a Truce for fome Years, or. that 
Things fhould remain on the {ame footing they were then, in the 
Countries beyond the Tropick of Cancer, and that both. Parties 
fhould do their belt for their own Advantage there, as they had 
begun before. A Truce of twelve Years was concluded on cer- 
tain Conditions, that the Portuguife and Dutch fhould continue 
their Navigation as they thought fit. Things were in this Po- 
{ture-in 1608, when feveral Ships return’d under General Mate- 
lief, who was fore’ to abandon the Siege of Malacca, to fight 
the Portuguife Fleet that came to relieve it ; however, he made 
4 League with the King of Fahor. 

In 1609, the Direftors fent ee Hudfon, an experiene’d Pi- 
lot, with a Fly-boat, to feek a Paflage to China by the N. E. or 
N. W, ‘but in vain. Next Summer tour Ships arriv’d richly la-- 
den, with Advice that the Spaniards were ftill Mafters of Terza-- 
ta, but the Dutch had taken Maciam, one of the Molucca Iflands,. 
and hop’d to take Terzata veryfpeedily. The Truce being con- 
cluded and notitied in the Netherlands, a Pinace was fent with 
the King of Spain’s and Arch-duke’s Pafs tothe Indies, to notifie 
the fame to the Spaniards and Dutch there. Towards the end 


of the Year the Company equipp’d nine more Ships, and allow’d 


the Seamen to take their Wives and Children with them. In 
May 1611, they equipp’d four nfore under Lawrence Rael, ard 
in December fited out a confiderable Fleet, which met near the

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At this time a few Merchants bougitt up all the Companies Pep- 
per,which amounted 10/19000 Bales,and paid for it fix Millions 
500000 Livres, wheih was as much Within100000 Livres as the. 
Companies Stock when they.got their firit Charter, which thow’d 
how rich the People were grown. 

In 1624. a Yatch returned, who went to Batavia and back 
again in nine Months and feven Days,with Advice that all things 
were very well, only the Fnglifh had rais'd fome Troubles at 
Amboina, and that the-Datch endeavoured to ruin the Spanifh 
Trade to China. An September following three Ships arrived and 
another in Aiay 1625 trom Sirar, wholeft all things in a ees 
poftire at Ormus, and thofe Parts from whence three more Ships 
atrived in the Spring. One of their Ships was driven by ftorm ~ 
afhoar at St. Fago; where 26: Men, who were all that efcap’d, 
were taken by the Spaniards.; But to make up this two Ships 
richly ladem arrived fromy Surat in Feb. 1626, and were followed 
by twomore, with an Ambaflador from the King of Perjie on 
board ; they brought Advice of the Vi€tory over the Portugurfe, 
and that the Kingdom was all in Arms, becaufe the King’s Son 
made War upon his Father, and that both the Armies were in 
the Field when they left the Place; whereupon the Company 
{ent thither nine Ships under Wysbraxt, who fought bravely -at 
Serra Leonis again{t. the Corfair-C: Compaen. lan Fume two of 
the Fleet of Fames / Hermite returned, and foon after came: a 
Ship from Coromandel. The Company finding theit Trade to 
flourifh exceedingly, found themfelves oblig’d to augment the 
number of their Ships ; whereupon they fent out another Fleet 
in April 1627, and foonvafter arrived five more Ships, which 
were fcarce unladen: before’ the Commadore was ready to- fail 
with eleven more; and accordingly fer fail in Offaber.

Fleet in the German Ocean to meet the Eafl-India Ships, and to 
condu& them home ; fo that the Dunkirkers thought fit to re-

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tire upon the approach of this Fleet. The three Ships from 
Surat, and the Merchant above-mentioned, being releafed by the 
Englifh and arrived in Holland, infpired the Company with frefh 
Courage ; fo that in Offober they fent out eleven more Ships, 
and with them Foba Valbec, a famous Mathematician.

HO” Extropins’s Account of the Roman Hiftory be very 
fhort, yet ’tis very, Valuable, not only a§ tis ‘writteh itt 
a very elegant Style (confidering the time wherein the’ Author 
flourifh’d, viz. in the Reign of Valentinian and Valens; to the 
latter of which he has dedicated his Work) but likewife’as ’tis 
extrated froin the beft and moft Authentick Authors, feveral 
of which are now irrecoverably loft. But not to infif€ upon 
this, we fhall proceed to give the Reader a brief Relation’ of 
this new Edition. er otaey:

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could have been conveniently procured. However to account 
in fome meafure for this, Mr. Hearne at the Beginning amongft 
the T¢/limonies has given a Fragment out of a Manufcript Orati- 
on in the Eniperor’s Library written by Nicephorus Gregoras up- 
on Conftantine the Great, wherein is large mention of Extropivs, 
and was firft publifh’d by Lambecins in his Catalogue of the faid 
Library. ’Tis plain from this Verfion of Peanius that Extrop:- 
us was highly efteem’d amongft the Greeks, as alfo from ano- 
ther more ancient one made by Capito, tho’ Lambecius was of O- 

ion that he is the fame with Peamius: but Mr. Hearne has evi- 
aauly fhew’d this to be an Error from the Fragments remain- 

of Capito’s Tranflation in Suidas. 

Befides the Notes at the Bottom of the Page, at the End are 
annexed Others of a different Nature, correfting the Chronolo- 

(in which Extropius is in fome Places very erroneous, havin 
followed the Opinions of the different Authors he made ufe of} 
and explaining fome of the moft confiderable Difficulties ;’in one 
of which, the Publifher has thought fit, as far as related to his 
Purpofe, to vindicate his Pious and Learned Patron Mr. Dod- 
well (to whom he has dedicated this Book) from the Attacks 
of Mr. Maffon, a French Author, in his Life of Plixy, prefixed 
to that Author’s Epiftles in the Edition lately fet forth at Ox- 
ford by Mr. Hearne. lt feems Mr. Dodwell in his Sixth Hiftorical 
Le&ure had afferted that both Evtropixs and Visor were mifta- 
ken in afirming, That Trajan was made Emperor at Agrippina 
or Cologne, and he thinks the Miftake arofe either becaufe Tra- 
jan had received the Adminiftration of the Province of Germa- 
ny at Cologne, or elfe from fome Omen which happen’d co him 
in the City (which was the Seat of the Prefident) that he fhould 
be Emperor. Now Mr. Maffon fays, that he has brought no 
good Argument to confirm this Opinion; whereas ’tis plain 


rom Pliny’s Panegyrick, That when News was brought to him 
of his being adopted by Nerva he was in Mejia. 

To this Accurate Edition of Extropius, are added threeother 
curious Pieces. (1.) Adeffala Corvinus concerning the Offspring 
of Augufius, which tho’ fpurious, contains feveral remarkable 
Things, and has been now compared with a Manufcript in Lin- 
colne College, and is illuftrated with fuch Notes asthe Editor 
thought neceflary. (2.) Fulins Obfequens of Prodigies, a very 
fcarce Book, notwithftanding there have been feveral Editions 
before, the lait whereof was that of Scheffer in the Year 1679,

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with Lycofhenes’s Supplement and Learned Notes. The Sup- 
plement Mr. Hearne has omitted, as of no great ufe to Learned 
Men : But the Notes he has faithfully reprefented, with an Ad- 
dition of feveral others, which ferve tocorrect this Author, 
who has been very much corrupted, and whereof there {eems 
to be no Adanufcript now extant in the World: That which 
Aldus (or rather Affulanus) publifh’d it from, being now loft. 
(3.) A Funeral Oration upon Conffantine the Younger, which was _ 
publifh’d from a AManufcript in the Palatine Library in Greek 
and Latin by Fed. Morellus at Paris Anne 1591 8vo. This, Mr. 
Hearne met within the Bodleian Library, and thinks that being 
publifh’d by AZorellus fingly in a Sheet of Paper, there are now 
very few Copies in the World of his Edition. Our Editor has 
put fome ConjeGtures at the Bottom of the Page, and at the 
End has given A4Zorellxs’s Notes. So that from this Account 
which we have given (not to mention the feyeral Indexes) it 
muft be acknowledg’d, that this Edition of Extropius is more 
perfec than any hitherto publifh’d: And that the Learned 
World is highly obliged to the Editor for the Pains he has ta- 
ken in it. .

| N our laft Journal we op you fome Abridgmeat of the 
Beginning of this Treatife, and fhall now proceed to a far- 
ther Reprefentation of what is contain’d herein, fuppofing a 
jarger Account thereof may be of ufe to the Publick, whatever 
fome Apothecaries, Empricks ae others may think peer ¢r 
2 Aa 
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And here to what we have before obferv’d, let us add, that 
Dr. Pitt would be a Madman indeed, as great a Madman, as 
fome would reprefent him to be, if he expetts by his gene- 
rous Difcoveries to gain the good Will and Affe@tion of every 
body : Efpecially fince fome of his own Fraternity, evea fome 
of thofe on which he beftows a juft Encomium in his Preface 
for eftablifhing the Di/penfaries, are (as we hear) very angry 
with him for this /a# Performance, how much foever they 
were pleas’d with what he had written formerly. This’tis for 
us to be fway’d by Jatereft, to take that for Senfe, when it 
makes for 4s, which is pronounc’d. Nonfenfe when it makes a- 
gainft ws: And this we take to be the prefent State of the Qua- 
rel which the other Phyficians have with Dr. Pitr’s Pertor- 
mance; and the true Reafon why, as a certain Gentleman 
faid, the College would never have given a Licence to it, whatever 
the Royal Society (to whom itis addrefled) might have done. 

We beg our Readers Pardon for entring into a Controverfy, 
that feems not to belong’to us; but we hopehe will excufe 
us, when for once we have engag’d to defend a Perfon, who 
makes it his Bufinefs to fhew us how we may (under God) pre- 
ferve our Lives and Health, at the leaft Expence, and with the 
leaft-Danger-.to-our-Natural Conftitution. But.to leave him 
and the Faculty to adjuft the matter between themfelves as well 
as they can, we now go on where we left off. 

And here the Doftor after other Matters, endeavours to e- 
vince, that Nature alone cures very many in all kinds of Dif- 
eafes, by its own Powers, or as affifted and direfted by Exercife 
and Repofe, Oc. wba 

To this Purpofe he tells us, that the Difeafés which ‘afli& 
Mankind are produc’d briefly by Intemperance, by the too 
large or too frequent ufe of the Liquid and Solid Nourifhments, 
prepar’d to give a falfe and unnatural Pleafare. Of ‘this he 
gives us feveral Inftances, and then maintains, that it is certain 
that Nature has Power ‘to remedy its Difordérts, if we confider 
the Plants, the Beafts, as well “as Mankind? ff'you° wound 
(fays, he)a Tree, it fupplies a Balfam to heal the Wound, and 
vaites or fills the divided Parts, and covers it with’a Scar s-aad 
ita Boughis broken, it farnifhes a Callus, and makes it, asa 
broken Bone ftronger than it was. “The Beafts, adds ‘he, re- 
cover trom many Diftempers by A’bftineice and Ref, or by 
the Plants they fedrch after by nvtufal Intin&: “The fame 

things 
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things he undertakes to evince are effeGed in Man, and obferves 
that without the Concurrence and Affiftance of the Natural 
Powers, all Phyfick and Surgery are us‘d.in vain. But what 
‘may feem a Paradox to fome Men is his,Remarking, * That 
* notwithftandiug Nature craves by Inftin® the Affiftance of 
‘the Art of Phyfick to fupport and direét, or controul the 
¢ Motions of the Humors, yet Apoplexies, Lethargies, Epilep- 
¢ fies, Hyfterical Paroxifins, the Peftilential, Malignant, and 
¢ putrid Fevers, are often cur’d by the Natural Powers; whilft 
* on the contrary, the moft eafie Diftempers are made Fatal by 
¢ Qyacking with many Medicines, ill applied. 

Having explain’d thefe Points in feveral Inftances, Dr. Piste 
proceeds to give us the Character of the Phyficians of the laft 
wifer Ages. And here among other things he acquaints us, 
that formerly Phyficians were introduc’d into the Knowlege of 
the Caufes and Symptoms of Difeafes, the Operations of Medi- 
cines and their Preparations, by the Advice and Gouncils of 
Experienc’d Phyficians in the Hofpitals, or the Obfervations on 
many Patients advis’d at their Houfes. “That after a Learned 
Apprenticefhip of fome Years under their generous Patrons of 
the Faculty, they undertook the Treatment of the more eafie, 
aud lefs threatning Diftempers, compard carefully the 
Dravughts.of their Authors with the Features and Appearances 
of al} the Symptoms, andvarrivd gradually to an Affurance, that 
the Councils of thofe eminent Practicers would have, the Suc- 
cefs in the more difficult.. That the more experienc’d Phylician 
employ’d his Pupil to obferve and report.to him the Progrefs 
ofa Fever to more favourable or hazardous Symptoms, if. the 
Multitude of Patients in: a fickly Seafon prevented his Atten- 
dance. That the Junior had the firf! View of the Patient, when 
doubtful, whether the Difeafe might be conquer’d by Nature 
it felf, or want the Affiftance of Art to promote one of its or- 
dinary Secretions: And that if the Difeafe appear’d with great 
and threatning Difficulties, the more Experienc’d was apply’d 
to, received a juft and faithful Report of the Rife and Progrefs, 
and the Effects of every. Application, and aflifted the wary Suf- 
picions of the Phyficiao with-his Judgment and Medicines..... 
Laftly, That thefe Phyficians entertain’d themfelves with the 
great Improvements the Pharmaceutick Part is capable to be 
raisd to, and with the: Satisfaétion that the Patient fhould not 
lofe his Life for want of their eafie Care-to-preferve him. i 
us, 
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Thus, it feems, were the Phyficians in former Days train’d 
up under one another, and this was their Practice : But of late 
Years, ever fince the Fire of London (from which time our Au- 
thor dates the firft Corruption of Phyfick ) the Phyficians being 
difpers’d to greater Diftances from their Patients, the Apothe- 
caries were apply’d to in the fudden Diforders, and have kept 
their footing in thofe Families fo well, as hardly to fuffer any 
Phyfician to come in, who will not prefcribe the long Bill, or 
be their zealous Compurgator in juftifying all the falfe Steps 
they have before taken in attempting the Cureof the Patient: 
Hence it is (as the Doétor obferves) ‘ That not many Years 
© fince, after the Death of Dr. Goddard and many others, who 
* were exquifitely skill’d in the Preparing of Medicines, Dr. 
‘ Lower, Dr. Willis, Dr. Sydenham, and three or four more; 
were applauded by their Patients after the ufe of their Prepa- 
rations, which made the vifible Turnsto Recovery m the a- 
cute.and chronical Difeafes. And yet (which is fomewhat 
furprizing,) thefe eminent Phyficians by degrees were brought 
to the neceflity of furrendring by the fearful Examples of the 
more obftinate, to be decry’d to the unthinking People; as 
more careful of their Welfare, than became the Phyficians 
* of the Modern Charaéter. 

After thefe and many other Remarks to fhew how wretchedly 
dependent fome Phyficians are on theApothecaries,to their own 
Difcredit as well as to the prejudice of the Publick, our Author 
takes Notice that the World begins at laft to difcern, that there 
are two Sorts or Parties of Phyficians; One, which fupports the 
Reputation of the Faculty, by the faithful Service of the Pati- 
ent, with Medicives proportionate to the Condition of the Dif- 
eafe; the Other, which has no regard to the Diftemper, Age, 
or Confticution, but their prefent Merit and growing Intereft, 
by deftroying their own Profeflion, and the Patient with the 
a age ine: of the Remedies. 

ut belides the Apothecaries and the Phyfician i % 
pend upon them, Dr. Pitt highly blames the Chymift wh me 
trudes his own Manufaures on his Patients, with a Deteftation 
ot the Fabricks of every other Remedy. And here upon this 
Head he is fomewhat more jocofe than ufual ; for after he has 
told us, that Chymiftry continues ftill to affault and deprefs the 
more rational and ufeful Phyfick, by intruding very many im- 
pertinent Hypothefes on the Art, which can admit of hone: 
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He then adds, ‘ An Hypothefis is the waking Dream of a Phi- 
* Jofopher or Phyfician, who believes he knows, what can ne- 
* ver, be difcover’d by his Senfes, or any Conclufions from 
* them ; and perfwades himfelf, that Nature ought to a@ by 
* the Figures and Motions of Matter, as he would have it. 
¢ Give me leave to fuppofe, fays the Philofopher, that Atoms 
are the Priaciples of all things, and that they are of the ve- 
¢ ry Figures and Magnitudes which fhall be appointed by me, 
and I will inftantly defcribe all the Formations and Operati- 
ons of all Corporeal Beings. Allow me, fays the Phyfician, 
that the Spirits, the Blood and the Humours, are made of 
the Figur’d Particles, and move in the manners I have con- 
certed, there fhal] Remedies be apply’d to them, of thefe 
¢ and thefe Figures and Particles, which fhall foon reduce all 
* their diforderly Motions. Let the Gall and Pancreatick Juice 
¢ be fuppos’d to give Rife to all Difeafes, and that Gall and 
¢ Juice fhall be prefently remedied. No wonder then that our 
Author is fo pleafanton the Chymical Hypothefes, which make 
the. Praftice of Phyfick to be no better than Guefs-Work, . 
whereas (as he maintains) a perfe& Kaowlege of, and Infight 
into that Art, is to be acquir’d by our Senfes, by clear and tun- 
doubted obfervations, and by aconftant Series of plain Expe- 
riments. Hence it is (fays he) that the Royal Society, the 
great Reftorers and. Improvers.of ufeful Knowlege (leavin 
the wild Starters of new Hypothefes to their own Vagaries® 
acquiefce in the Hiftory of Nature, and the affur’d Proofs 
from infallible Experiments repeated and compar’d together, 
of the Powers of al] the Parts of the Univerfe, a@ing.on and 
beirg acted on by one the other. 

After this, Dr. Pitt remarks with what an Air of Decency 
and good Breeding the Apothecaries upbraid the Phyficians of 
their own Corrupting, with being Ignorant of all Medicines 
and Preparations. The Apothecaries (fays he) have affur’d 
their Patients, that the Doctors cannot diftinguifh one Drug 
from another, nor difcera when they are frefh and good, or 
decay’d and {pent; that they do not know one dry’d Flower 
or Plant from thofe of oppofite Qualities: That they are not 
able to judge, when the Simple or Compound Waters, Ele- 
tuaries, Pills, Powders, are rightly. prepar’d, or how they 
differ in Smell, Colour, Tafte and Confiftence; that they can 


put off Quid pro Quo upon them and their Patients when they. 
pleafe. . 
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pleafe. Now, if this be true in Fa@, if Phyficians are fo igno- 
rant in thefe Matters, where is the Manners of the Apotheca- 
rics in expofing the Ignorance of their Advocates? Ney, avhere 
i; cheir, Wifdom and Juftice in charging others with a failing 
to the advancing“of which they have fo much contributed, an 
of which ig fome’ Points they are equally guilty themfelves ? 
For, if what ourAuthor afferts be true, the Apothecartes muff 
own, that they areignorant of every Chymical Preparation for . 
the fame Reafons which they, urge again{ft the Phyficians, viz. 
becanfe they donot make them: That they never made any 
Experiments, or Trials, of the Qualities and Virtues of thofe 
Medicines, either'to difcover their Comparative Strength, or 
the Reafons of their improving, or corrupting and deadning 
one! the other, if mix’d together. That of the Galenical 
they can know no more, than are ufually prefcrib’d, vz. 
the few Simple and Compound Waters, few Conferves and Sy- 
ups, Pills and Powders. Laftly, That the very Names of 
moft of the Drugs would be loft to them, ‘if the bulky old Re: 
medies, Treacle, Mithridate, and a few Powders and Com- 
pound Waters, did not fometimes prefent to their fight the 
out: fides. of them. | : 

Now: what fhonld continue the Apothecaries conftant Ate 
tendance in the Patient’s Chamber, to the negle& of their Shop, 
and to the Involving them in more Igabrance of ‘what is chiefly 
their bufinefs, preparing their own Medicines, atid handing 
them out according to the Preftriptions ? Why truly, none elfe 
can adminifter Glifters, or apply and ‘drefs Blifters, fo often 
prefcrib’d to their Patients, with thatDexterity and Satisfaction 
as they can. That this.isa meer Jeft, an abfurd and ridiculons 
Pretence, Dr. Pitre fully evinces; fince in both thefe Cafes the 
Adininiftration has often been, and’ may fill be as fuccefsfully 
perform’d by any other hand befides that of the Apothe? 
Cary. ! 
lt would be endlefs to rua thro” the whole of this Treatife. 
to téll-you after the Author, how fome Phyficians and A pothe- 
caries, like Pedlars, have fore’d a Trade upon the Nation; How 
many Patieats haye loft thetr Lives purely by the prefent Pra- 
tices of Phyfick.among thea); How the College has endeavour: 
ed to reftore it to its ancient Parity ‘and’ Ufefulnefs. cc. Ie 
would be too tedious, we fay, to infift on thefe Matters, we 
fall therefore conclude our Account with one remarkable Pak 
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fage and Inftance, which may. ferve as a Confirmation of what 
the Door chiefly aims to prove throughout the whole, viz.. 
‘ That Nature of it felf, and by its own Powers, is, and has 
“ often been able to throw off many, even the moft virulent Di-, 
“ftempers; That-Pra@icers in Phyfick, ovght chiefly, and in, 
‘the firft'place,. to have regard to the Steps and Progrefs, 
‘-which Nature has made towards its own Eafe and Cure, and 
“that then, (if it oeeds fuch affittance) they fhould apply fuch. 
¢ Medicines as are fuitable, and in fuch a Proportion as is moft 
‘proper to affift Nature in the Difcharging of the Malignant 
‘and Morbulent Matter; but never to clog and hiader its Mo-, 
© tronsyhy-too many. and ufelefs Dofes. | 

The Inftance we fhal] mention for the Proof of this is, what 
he obferves; That the Small Pox and Meafles are the. great 
Natoral Standards of the Cure of all Fevers. For under this 
Head he fays, * One would think the Small-Pox. was inteaded 
‘as a vifible Sample and Pattern, and a folemn Publication of 2 
‘haw once made, and neceflarily to.be obey’d, which com- 
«mands: us to obferve all the Methods which Nature ufes in the 
‘ T'reatment of all the Fevers, with few referv’d Exceptions to 
‘ the apparent and moft certain differences of fometimes immi- 
‘nent and impending Danger. It demonftrates, adds he, that 
© the Depuration cannot be finifh’d but in fo many Days (as the 
* Matter is proportion’d in Quality and Quantity to the impel- 
‘ling Parts of the Blood) that the Internal Motion of the Blood 
“firft prepares in fo many Days the Matter to be firft collected, 
‘and then expell’d under the Cuticle, by raifing the Puftules : 
* They gradually increafe, after they are rais’d in the Face and 
‘ Breaft: Thefe are for fometime Neglected, and feem to flat, 
* while the Puftules are then begun in the lower Parts.. That 
“at the end of the Difeafe, when thofe of the Head and Faceare 
‘dry’d, it gives the full Maturation after two or three Days, to 
“thofe of the Hands and Feet.. That the Tranfpiration by the 
‘Pores is large and ftrong, as is demonftrated by the putrid 
“Scent. That Sweats are not natural to the Difeafe: That if 
*fore’d by Art, they prevent the genuine Swelling of the Face, 
‘and the Supplies of Matter to enlarge and ripen the Puftules. 
* That the hot Brandy, Diftil’d Medicines, make the Inflama- 
* tion more aduft and malignant, and fixes the threatning Spots 
‘in the Skin.. That there arein, this Difeafe two Extremes; In 
© the‘One the Blood is»too much infiam’dy and makes a dange- 
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‘ roug Eryfypelas ‘béfides the Natural Circle of the Paftules. 
* And in this Cafe, he tells ‘us, the Emollients and eafie Re- 
‘ trainers of the Ynternal Motions of the Blood at once abate the 
* vehement. Ebullition, and make the Suppuration move more 
‘regularly. If the Blood be too ferous, or vifcid, or languid 
‘ (which is the other Extreme hinted at) then he faysithe Saffron 
‘and the warmer Aromaticks are then only indicated to move 
‘ forward the fluggifh Matter to give Colour to the Circle, and’ 
‘and promote the growth of the Puftules. That if the Blood 
“has the juft and adequate Power to prepare, and fele®t, and. 
* protrude the Humours of the Difeafe, the Phyficiam then re- 
‘ marks the fteadinefs of its Courfe, and prevents the external

fhorter and more accute Fevers. That the Matter is more thin, . 
and more eager, and moves more rapidly, and finifhes its Courfe 
in lefs than half the {pace of time. That the irritative and pun- 
gent Matter is temperated by the fweet and mucilaginous Pe- 
étorals, not the fiery, exafperating, diftill’d, hot Waters. That 
the internal Motion forces it with great violence’to the Skin ;. 
and we may fee the hourly increafe of the Tumours, and may 
feelin the Pulfe the Force impelling it more rudely ‘into larger 
and irregularly fafhion’d Eruptions. From the whole Matter 
Dr. Pitt draws this Conclufion, ‘ That if the Fever paffés thro’

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That it was always agcounted neceflary to, Ghurch Unity aod 
Communion, That al} the Churches and Congregations in a 
National Church fhould agree in the fame Doétrine and Wor- 
fhip, as well asthe fame Government, and .confequently they. 
mutt, neceflarily be feparate Churches, which divide from an 
eftablith’d National Churches Communion, out of adiflike of 
any of thefe. , 3.. That a Member of any, Orthodox Church was 
always counted a Member of the Catholick,Church, and a fel- 
low Member of all Chriftians ia-any, other particular Ortho- 
dox Church, and as fuch had free, Liberty of communicating 
with any other fuch Church into which he came. By this Rule 
of Catholick Unity and Church Communion, fays our Author,

Upon this, our Author fays, that the Women were convinc’d, 
That the Laws againft Adulterefles were not, nor could be 
too fevere ; Since rhe Wounds the Husband’s Inconftancy cave 
the Wife were fo flight, they hardly pierc’'d the Skia, but the Wife 
by breaking her Marriage: Vow, difbonour’d ber Children and Fa- 
mily, and murder’d ber Husband’s Reputation with eternal Infamy.
